One of the qualities of believers mentioned in the Qur'an is their belief 
in the Books of God. As our Lord revealed the Qur'an to our Prophet (pbuh), 
He also revealed the Gospel to the Prophet Jesus (pbuh), the Torah to the 
Prophet Moses (pbuh), various texts to the Prophet Abraham (pbuh), and 
the Psalms to the Prophet David (pbuh). Muslims are obliged to believe in 
all these Divine books. 

God states the following in the verses of the Qur'an: 

Those who believe in what has been sent down to you and what was 
sent down before you, and are certain about the hereafter. (Surat al- 
Baqara, 4) 
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Say: 'We believe in God and what has been sent down to us and 
what was sent down to Abraham and Ishmael and Isaac and Jacob 
and the Tribes, and what Moses and Jesus were given, and what all 
the Prophets were given by their Lord. We do not differentiate be¬ 
tween any of them. We are Muslims submitted to Him. 1 (Surat al- 
Baqara, 136) 

A Muslim who abides by the Qur'an believes in all the Prophets and their 
revelations. Although there are some commandments and statements in 
these Books which have been distorted over the course of time, they also 
contain Divine commandments regarding the principles of faith, the way of 
worship and good morality. The following are some of the verses in the 
Qur'an that refer to the Gospel: 

And We sent Jesus, son of Mary, following in their footsteps, con¬ 
firming the Torah that came before him. We gave him the Gospel 
containing guidance and light, confirming the Torah that came be¬ 
fore it, and as guidance and admonition for those who have piety. 
The people of the Gospel should judge by what God sent down in 
it. Those who do not judge by what God has sent down, such peo¬ 
ple are deviators. (Surat al-Maida, 46-47) 


1 o The Gospel, which confirmed the Torah, was revealed to the Prophet 

.Jesus (pbuh) as guidance and admonition for those who have faith. But 

after the Prophet Jesus (pbuh) was taken alive to the Sight of God, some 
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parts of the Gospel have been dis¬ 
torted, and this has detracted from 
its true meaning. The guide that 
shows which parts of the Gospel is 
true to its origin and which have 
been contorted is the Qur'an, the 
final Holy Book sent by God. The 
Qur'an confirms the true parts of 
the Torah and the Gospel and 
abolishes the altered parts. In 
this respect, the Qur'an is a 
judge for those who have faith. 

For example, in the Qur'an, 

God warns Christians about 
their belief in the trinity and their naming the 
Prophet Jesus (pbuh) as the son of God, - 
surely God is above such thoughts- and 
warns them about their deviant beliefs: 
"Those who say that the Messiah, 
son of Mary, is God are unbeliev¬ 
ers. The Messiah said, Tribe of 
Israel! Worship God, my Lord 
and your Lord. If anyone as¬ 
sociates anything with God, 

God has forbidden him the 
Garden and his refuge will be 
the Fire. 1 The wrongdoers will 
have no helpers." (Surat al-Ma'ida, 

72) 


Those who say that God is the third 
of three are unbelievers. There is 
no god but One God. If they do not 
stop saying what they say, a 
painful punishment will afflict 
those among them who are un¬ 
believers. (Surat al-Ma'ida, 73) 
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In Surah Maryann, God informs us how ugly and how big an atrocity 
the slander "God has a son" is in the following way: 

They say, 'The All-Merciful has a son. 1 They have devised a mon¬ 
strous thing. 

The heavens are all but rent apart and the earth split open and the 
mountains brought crashing down, at their ascription of a son to 
the All-Merciful! 

It is not fitting for the All-Merciful to have a son. (Surah Maryam, 
88-92) 

The false belief of the Christians, that "The Prophet Jesus (pbuh) 
died on the cross", has been corrected in the Qur'an. In the Qur'an, God 
informs that the Prophet Jesus (pbuh) did not die; people were shown 
someone who resembled him, and the Prophet Jesus (pbuh) was raised 
up alive to God's Sight and will return to the world in the End Times, 
which we are living in today: 

And (on account of) their saying, 'We killed the Messiah, Jesus 
son of Mary, Messenger of God.' They did not kill him and they did 
not crucify him but it was made to seem so to them. Those who 
argue about him are in doubt about it. They have no real knowl¬ 
edge of it, just conjecture. But they certainly did not kill him. 

God raised him up to Himself. God is Almighty, All-Wise. 

There is not one of the People of the Book who will not believe 
in him before he dies; and on the Day of Resurrection he will be 
a witness against them. (Surat an-Nisa, 157-159) 

While God corrects the Christians' false belief about the so-called 
'crucifixion of the Prophet Jesus' (pbuh) with the verses of the Qur'an, He 
also informs that the true belief about the Prophet Jesus (pbuh) is his 
'second return to the world'. 

In addition to this wealth of information, both Christians and Jews are 
defined as the "People of the Book" in the Qur'an, and their food is made 
lawful to Muslims. Muslims are also allowed to marry women from the 
People of the Book (Surat al-Ma'ida, 5). This reveals that there should be 
a very affectionate relationship, a sincere bond of friendship and com¬ 
panionship between Christians, Jews and Muslims. 

Indeed, there may be oppressors amongst the People of the Book, 
as there are in every community. Cruelty is a grave immorality also com- 




mitted by some whose identity card reads "Muslim". Therefore, true Mus¬ 
lims are obliged to carry out an intellectual struggle to eliminate oppression 
from the face of the earth. Yet, this struggle of the believers should never 
be carried out with hatred, animosity, aggression, or violence. Muslims are 
obliged to convey the errors in the beliefs of the People of the Book "in the 
kindest way", that is with compassion, mercy, goodness, and friendship. As 
Muslims, our call to the Christians and Jews according to the command¬ 
ments in the verses is as follows: "We believe in what has been sent 
down to us and what was sent down to you. Our God and your God are 
One and we submit to Him." (Surat al-Ankabut, 46) Our proposition to 
them is to "believe in One God". 

Say: 'People of the Book! Come to a proposition which is the same 
for us and you - that we should worship none but God and not as¬ 
sociate any partners with Him and not take one another as lords be¬ 
sides God. 1 If they turn away, say, 'Bear witness that we are Mus¬ 
lims.' (Surah Al' Imran, 64) 

Only argue with the People of the Book in the kindest way - except 
in the case of those of them who do wrong - saying, 'We believe in 


what has been sent down to us and what was sent down to you.

The reason for this is because love is the main pur¬ 
pose of God's creation of the universe. God is most 
loving, most loved, and is pleased with love. There¬ 
fore, God does not only command us to 'love' in the 
Qur'an, but also teaches us the essential foundations 
for love. The soul of the Qur'an, God's most wonder¬ 
ful hidden and manifest system, teaches the whole 
philosophy, the essence of love, to people. However, 
living by true love is not an attribute that everyone can 
easily attain: Love is a supremely profound feeling and 
the knowledge of love is in the Qur'an. For love to be 
instituted, the morals of perseverance, self-giving, 
generosity, heedfulness, guardianship and most im¬ 
portant of all, fear and love of God, need to be estab¬ 
lished. And the Qur'an gives us all these beautiful 
qualities so that we can become true people of love. 
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Therefore, the soul and essence 
of the Qur'an is always based on love. So 
is the purpose of the fear of God. He who fears 
God lays the groundwork for love; he can easily 
love and be loved. One must have a genuine fear of 
God to be able to be patient in the true sense. Only 
with fear of our Lord, can one be compassionate, help¬ 
ful, generous, and self-giving in gratification when nec¬ 
essary.

As a pagan doctrine going back as far as ancient Egypt and Sumeria, the 
theory of evolution came to the fore most extensively once more in the nine¬ 
teenth century. The most important development that made it the top topic of 
the world of science was the publication of Charles Darwin's The Origin of 
Species in 1859. In this book, Darwin in his own way opposes the fact that God 
created different living species on Earth separately, for he erroneously claimed 
that all living beings had an imaginary common ancestor and had diversified 
over time through small changes. 

Darwin's theory was not based on any concrete scientific finding; as he 
also accepted, it was just an "assumption". Moreover, as Darwin confessed in 
the long chapter of his book titled, "Difficulties on Theory ," the theory failed 
in the face of many critical questions. 


Darwin invested all his hopes in new scientific discoveries, which he ex¬ 
pected would solve these difficulties. He indicated this expectation again and 
again in his book. However, contrary to his expectations, scientific findings 
expanded the dimensions of these difficulties and refuted the basic assump¬ 
tions of the theory one by one. 

The defeat of Darwinism in the face of science can be reviewed under 
three basic headings: 
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1) The theory cannot explain how life originated on Earth. 

2) There is no scientific finding that indicates the "evolutionary mecha¬ 
nisms" proposed by the theory have any evolutionary power at all. 

3) The fossil record proves the exact opposite of what the theory sug¬ 
gests. 

In this section, we will examine these three basic points in general out¬

The theory of evolution posits that all living species evolved from a sin¬ 
gle living cell that emerged haphazardly on Earth 3.8 billion years ago, sup¬ 
posedly having appeared as a result of coincidences. How a cell comprising a 
wide range of organelles such as vacuoles, mitochondria, lysosomes and Golgi 
apparatus could come into existence in a puddle of mud, how a single cell 
could generate millions of complex living species and, if such an evolution re¬ 
ally occurred, why traces of it cannot be observed in the fossil record are some 
of the questions that the theory cannot answer. However, first and foremost, 
we need focus on the first step of the supposed evolutionary process. 



How did the aforementioned "first cell" originate? 


Since the theory of evolution ignorantly denies creation, 
it maintains that the "first cell" originated as a product of 
blind coincidence within the laws of nature, without any 
plan or arrangement. According to the theory, inanimate 


matter must have haphazardly produced a living cell 
out of nowhere. Such a claim, however, is inconsistent 
with the most unassailable rules of biology.

In his book, Darwin never referred to the origin of life. That is because 
the primitive understanding of science in his time rested on the assumption 
that living beings had a very simple structure.

book, Louis Pasteur announced his results, after long 

Alexander Oparin's attempts to offer an evolutionist explana¬ 
tion for the origin of life ended in a great fiasco. 
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studies and experiments, which disproved spontaneous generation, a cor¬ 
nerstone of Darwin’s theory. In his triumphal lecture at the Sorbonne in 1864, 
Pasteur said: "Never will the doctrine of spontaneous generation recover 
from the mortal blow struck by this simple experiment." (Sidney Fox, Klaus 
Dose, Molecular Evolution and The Origin of Life, W. H. Freeman and Company, San 
Francisco, 1972, p. 4.) 

For a long time, advocates of the theory of evolution resisted Pasteur's 
findings. However, as the development of science unraveled the complex 
structure of the cell of a living being, the idea that life could come into being 
coincidentally faced an even greater impasse. 


Futite F^ottti in the 
Twentieth Centiuty 

The first evolutionist who took up the subject of the origin of life in the 
twentieth century was the renowned Russian biologist Alexander Oparin. 
With various theses he advanced in the 1930s, he tried to prove that a living 
cell could originate by chance. These studies, however, were doomed to fail¬ 
ure, and Oparin had to make the following confession: 


Unfortunately, however, the problem of the origin of the cell is perhaps the 
most obscure point in the whole study of the evolution of organisms. 
(Alexander I. Oparin, Origin of Life, Dover Publications, New York, 1936, 
1953 and 2003 (reprint), p. 196) 

Evolutionist followers of Oparin tried to carry out experiments to solve 
this problem. The best-known experiment was carried out by the American 
chemist Stanley Miller in 1953. Combining those gases he alleged to have ex¬ 
isted in the primordial Earth's atmosphere in an experimental set-up, and 
adding energy to the mixture. Miller synthesized several organic molecules 
56 (amino acids) present in the structure of proteins. 





Barely a few years had passed before it was revealed that this experi¬ 
ment, which was then presented as an important step in the name of evolu¬ 
tion, was invalid, for the atmosphere used in the experiment was very 
different from the real Earth conditions. ( "New Evidence on Evolution of 
Early Atmosphere and Life," Bulletin of the American Meteorological Soci¬ 
ety , vol. 63, November 1982,1328-1330) 

After a long silence. Miller, himself confessed that the atmosphere 
medium he used was unrealistic. (Stanley Miller, Molecular Evolution of Life: 
Current Status of the Prebiotic Synthesis of Small Molecules , 1986, p. 7) 

All the evolutionists’ efforts throughout the twentieth century to ex¬ 
plain the origin of life ended in failure. The geochemist Jeffrey Bada, from 
the San Diego Scripps Institute, accepted this fact in an article published in 
Earth magazine in 1998: 

Today as we leave the twentieth century , we still face the biggest unsolved 
problem that we had when we entered the twentieth century: How did life 
originate on Earth? (Jeffrey Bada , Earth , February 1998, p. 40)

The primary reason why evolutionists ended up at such a great impasse 
regarding the origin of life is that even those living organisms Darwinists 
deemed to be the simplest have outstandingly complex features. The cell of a 
living thing is more complex than all our man-made technological products. 

Today, even in the most developed laboratories of the world not even a sin¬ 
gle protein of a cell, let alone a living cell itself, can be produced by bring¬ 
ing non-living materials together. 
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The conditions required for the formation of a cell are too great in quan¬ 
tity to be explained away by mere coincidence. However, there is no need to 
explain the situation with too many details. Evolutionists are at a dead-end 
even before reaching the stage of the cell.

Harvard chemist George Whitesides made the following confession in 
his acceptance speech of the Priestley Medal, the highest award of the Amer¬ 
ican Chemical Society: 


The Origin of Life. This problem is one of the big ones in science... 
Most chemists believe , as do I, that life emerged spontaneously from 
mixtures of molecules in the prebiotic Earth. How? I have no idea. 

(George M. Whitesides , "Revolutions In Chemistry: Priestley Medalist 
George M. Whitesides ' Address ", Chemical and Engineering News , 85: 
12-17 , March 26, 2007) 


The DNA molecule, located in the nucleus of a cell and which stores ge¬ 
netic information, is a magnificent databank. If the information coded in DNA 
were transcribed on paper, it would make a giant library consisting of an es¬ 
timated 900 volumes of 500 pages each. 

A very interesting insurmountable predicament emerges at this point for 
the evolutionists: DNA can replicate itself only with the help of some special¬ 
ized proteins (enzymes). However, the synthesis of these enzymes can be re¬ 
alized only by the information coded in DNA. As they both depend on each 
other, they must exist at the same time for replication. This razes the scenario 
where life originated by itself to the ground. Prof. Leslie Orgel, an evolution¬ 
ist of repute from the University of San Diego, California, confesses this fact 
in the September 1994 issue of the Scientific American magazine: 
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It is extremely improbable that proteins and nucleic acids, both of 
which are structurally complex, arose spontaneously in the same 
place at the same time . Yet it also seems impossible to have one 
without the other . And so, at first glance, one might have to con¬ 
clude that life could never, in fact, have originated by chemical 
means . (Leslie E. Orgel, "The Origin of Life on Earth," Scientific Amer¬ 
ican, vol. 271, October 1994, p. 78.) 

No doubt, if it is impossible for life to have originated spontaneously 
through blind coincidence, then it must be accepted that life was created. This 
fact explicitly invalidates the theory of evolution, whose main purpose is to 
deny creation.

The second important point that negates Darwin's theory is that both 
concepts put forward by the theory as "evolutionary mechanisms" were un¬ 
derstood to have, in reality, no evolutionary power. 

Darwin based his evolution allegation entirely on the mechanism of "nat- 



ural selection". The importance he placed on this mechanism was evident in 
the name of his book: The Origin of Species , By Means of Natural Selection ... 

Natural selection holds that those living things that are stronger and 
more suited to the natural conditions of their habitats will survive in the strug¬ 
gle for life. For example, in a deer herd under the threat of attack by wild an¬ 
imals, those that can run faster will survive. Therefore, the deer herd will be 
comprised of faster and stronger individuals. However, unquestionably, this 
mechanism will not cause deer to evolve and transform themselves into an¬ 
other living species, for instance, horses. 

Therefore, the mechanism of natural selection has no evolutionary 
power. Darwin was also aware of this fact and had to state this in his book 
The Origin of Species: 

Natural selection can do nothing until favourable individual differences or 
variations occur. (Charles Darwin , The Origin of Species by Means of Nat¬ 
ural Selection , The Modern Library, New York, p. 127)

So, how could these "favorable variations" occur? Darwin tried to answer 
this question from the standpoint of the primitive understanding of science at 
that time. According to the French biologist Chevalier de Lamarck (1744-1829), 
who lived before Darwin, living creatures passed on the traits they acquired 
during their lifetime to the next generation. He asserted that these traits, which 
accumulated from one generation to another, caused new species to be 
formed. For instance, he claimed that giraffes evolved from antelopes; as they 
struggled to eat the leaves of high trees, their necks were extended from gen¬ 
eration to generation. 

Darwin also gave similar examples. In his book The Origin of Species , for 
instance, he said that some bears going into water to find food transformed 
themselves into whales over time. (Charles Darwin, The Origin of Species: A 
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Facsimile of the First Edition , Harvard University Press, 1964, p. 184.) 

However, the laws of inheritance discovered by Gregor Mendel (1822- 
84) and verified by the science of genetics, which flourished in the twentieth 
century, utterly demolished the legend that acquired traits were passed on to 
subsequent generations. Thus, natural selection was left 'alone' and conse¬ 
quently rendered completely ineffective as an evolutionary mechanism. 

Neo-DajuuCnU/ri and MutationA 

In order to find a solution, Darwinists advanced the "Modern Synthetic 
Theory," or as it is more commonly known, Neo-Darwinism, at the end of the 
1930s. Neo-Darwinism added mutations, which are distortions formed in the 
genes of living beings due to such external factors as radiation or replication 
errors, as the "cause of favorable variations" in addition to natural selection. 

Today, the model that Darwinists espouse, despite their own awareness 
of its scientific invalidity, is Neo-Darwinism. The theory maintains that mil¬ 
lions of living species were formed through a process whereby numerous com¬ 
plex organs of these organisms (e.g., ears, eyes, lungs, and wings) underwent 
"mutations", that is, genetic disorders. Yet, there is an outright scientific fact 
that totally undermines this theory: Mutations do not cause living beings to 
develop; on the contrary, they are always harmful. The horrific images that 
appeared after the nuclear explosions in Chernobyl, Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
are the exact results brought about by mutations. The organisms with proper 
structures either died or were severely damaged by mutations. 

The reason for this is very simple: DNA has a very complex structure, 
and random effects can only harm it. The American geneticist B. G. Ran- 
ganathan explains this as follows: 

First , genuine mutations are very rare in nature. Secondly , most muta¬ 
tions are harmful since they are random , rather than orderly changes in

be for the worse , not for the better. For example , if an earthquake were to 
shake a highly ordered structure such as a building, there would be 
a random change in the framework of the building which, in all 
probability, would not be an improvement . (B. G. Ranganathan, Ori¬ 
gins ?, Pennsylvania: The Banner of Truth Trust, 1988, p. 7.) 


According to the claims of Darwinists, mutations must produce propor¬ 
tionate and coherent changes all over the body. For example, as per the claims 
of Darwinists, if an ear is formed on the right side as a result of chance muta¬ 
tions just as they claim, chance mutations should also form a second ear on the 
left side that shares the same symmetry and properties, and hears just as well.

other such bizarre variations. Likewise, there should have been innumerable specimens of 
freakish animals and plants. All marine animals should have left behind a long series of 
bizarre intermediate forms. However, not one of them has yet been found. The millions of fos¬ 
sils all belong to normal creatures. This fact is itself an obvious dramatization of the collapse 
of the theory of evolution. Defending this theory in the hopes of someday finding one such 
“intermediate” fossil—even though each and every specimen unearthed in the last 150 years 
definitely refutes any hint of having evolved—is not reasonable. After the passage of 150 
years, there is no fossil bed yet to be excavated. Billions of dollars have been spent on re¬ 
search. Yet fossils of the intermediate forms that Darwin predicted have still not been dis¬ 
covered. There is not one single intermediate life form that Darwinists can offer as suggestive 
of evolution. On the other hand, millions of “living fossils” offer conclusive evidence for the

do not possess such imbalances. According to the claims of the Darwinists, 
everything formed by mutations must be symmetrical and compatible. How¬ 
ever, all mutations are harmful. In the past, it was assumed that 99% of the 
mutations were harmful while the remaining 1% was neutral. Yet new re¬ 
searches revealed that those 1 % of mutations that take place in those regions 
of the DNA that do not code proteins and were thus assumed to be harmless, 
are in fact harmful in the long run. That is why scientists named these muta¬ 
tions as 'silent mutations'. It is impossible for mutations that are absolutely 
harmful to form rational, compatible, symmetrical organs at the same time. 

Mutations can be likened to shooting at an intact structure with a machine 
gun. Shooting at an intact object will completely ruin its structure. One of the bul¬ 
lets proving ineffective, or curing a pre-existing infection in the body by cauter¬ 
izing it, does not change the result. The organism would already be ruined by the 
remaining 99 bullets that hit it. 

Lynn Margulis, a member of the US National Academy of Sciences, has 
made the following confession regarding the evident harmful effects of mu¬ 
tations: 


New mutations don't create new species; they create offspring that 
are impaired. (Lynn Margulis , quoted in Darry Madden , UMass Scien¬ 
tist to Lead Debate on Evolutionary Theory, Brattleboro (\It.) Reformer , 
February 3, 2006) 

Also in an interview in 2011, Margulis emphasized the fact that "there is 
no evidence" indicating that mutations modify organisms and thus give rise 
to new species: 
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[N]eo-Darwinists say that new species emerge when mutations 
occur and modify an organism. I was taught over and over again 
that the accumulation of random mutations led to evolutionary 
change-led to new species. I believed it until I looked for evidence.

As Margulis stated, there is not a single evidence showing that random 
mutations lead to evolutionary changes, which in turn lead to the emergence 
of new species. 

Indeed, no beneficial mutation - one that would advance the genetic code 
- has ever been observed. All mutations have proved to be harmful. It is now 
understood that mutation, which is presented as an "evolutionary mecha¬ 
nism", is actually a genetic occurrence that harms living things, and leaves 
them disabled. (The most common effect of mutation on human beings is can¬ 
cer.) Of course, a destructive mechanism cannot be an "evolutionary mecha¬ 
nism". Natural selection, on the other hand, "can do nothing by itself", as 
Darwin also accepted. This fact shows us that there is no ’’evolutionary mech¬ 
anism’’ in nature. Since there is no evolutionary mechanism, no such imagi¬ 
nary process called "evolution" can take place.

The fossil records constitute the clearest evidence showing us that the 
scenario suggested by the theory of evolution did not take place. 

According to the unscientific supposition behind this theory, every liv¬ 
ing species has sprung from a predecessor. A previously existing species (evo¬ 
lutionists have yet to offer an explanation on how this species came into 
existence) turned into something else over time and all species have come into 
being in this way. In other words, this imaginary transformation took millions 
of years and proceeded gradually. 

If this were the case, innumerable intermediary species should have ex¬ 
isted and lived within this long transformation period. 

For instance, some half-fish/half-reptiles would have lived in the past, 
which had acquired some reptilian traits in addition to the fish traits they al- 
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ready had. Or there should have existed some reptile-birds, which acquired 
some bird traits in addition to the reptilian traits they already had.

Evolutionists refer to these imaginary creatures, which they believe to 
have lived in the past, as "transitional forms". 

If such animals ever really existed, there would be millions and even 
billions of them in number and variety. More importantly, the remains of 
these strange creatures should be present in the fossil record. In The Origin 
of Species , Darwin explained: 

If my theory be true, numberless intermediate varieties, linking most closely 
all of the species of the same group together must assuredly have existed... 
Consequently, evidence of their former existence could be found only 
amongst fossil remains... (Charles Darwin, The Origin of Species, New 
York: D. Appleton and Company, p. 161) 

However, Darwin, having written these lines, was also well aware of 
the fact that no fossils of these intermediate forms had yet been found. He 

regarded this as a major difficulty for his theory. That is why, in one chapter 
of his book titled "Difficulties on Theory," he wrote: 

Firstly, why, if species have descended from other species by insensibly fine 
gradations, do we not everywhere see innumerable transitional forms? Why 
is not all nature in confusion instead of the species being, as we see them, 
well defined?.... But, as by this theory innumerable transitional forms 
must have existed, why do we not find them embedded in countless num¬ 
bers in the crust of the earth?... (Charles Darwin, The Origin of Species, 
New York: D. Appleton and Company, p.154,155) 
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Why then is not every geological formation and every stratum full of such 
intermediate links? (Charles Darwin, The Origin of Species, New York: 
D. Appleton and Company, p. 246)

However, although evolutionists have been making strenuous efforts to 
find fossils since the middle of the nineteenth century all over the world, no 
transitional forms have yet been uncovered. All the fossils, contrary to the 
evolutionists' expectations, show that life appeared on Earth all of a sudden 
and fully-formed. 

Renowned British paleontologist, Derek V. Ager, admits this fact, even 
though he is an evolutionist: 

The point emerges that if we examine the fossil record in detail, whether at 
the level of orders or of species, we find - over and over again - not 
gradual evolution, hut the sudden explosion of one group at the ex¬ 
pense of another. (Derek V. Ager, "The Nature of the Fossil Record," 
Proceedings of the British Geological Association, vol. 87,1976, p. 133.) 

This means that in the fossil record, all living species suddenly emerge 
as fully formed, without any intermediate forms in between. This is just the 
opposite of Darwin's assumptions. Furthermore, this is very strong evidence 
that all living things are created. The only explanation of a living species 
emerging instantaneously and completely in every detail without any evolu¬ 
tionary ancestor is that it was created. This fact is admitted also by the widely- 
known evolutionist biologist Douglas Futuyma: 

Creation and evolution , between them, exhaust the possible explanations 
for the origin of living things. Organisms either appeared on the earth fully 
developed or they did not. If they did not, they must have developed from 
pre-existing species by some process of modification. If they did appear in 
a fully developed state, they must indeed have been created by some om¬ 
nipotent intelligence. (Douglas J. Futuyma, Science on Trial, Pantheon 
Books, New York, 1983, p. 197)

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Today, there are 700 million unearthed fossils. All these fossils reveal 
that living beings emerged fully developed and in a perfect state on the 
Earth. It is as if the fossils are saying "We did not evolve through evolution¬ 
ary processes." That means, contrary to Darwin's supposition, "the origin of 
species" cannot be explained by evolution, but is explained by creation.

The subject most often brought up by advocates of the theory of evolu¬ 
tion is the subject of the origin of man. The Darwinist claim holds that man 
evolved from so-called ape-like creatures. During this alleged evolutionary 
process, which is supposed to have started four to five million years ago, some 
"transitional forms" between man and his imaginary ancestors are supposed 
to have existed. According to this completely imaginary scenario, four basic 
"categories" are listed: 

2. Australopithecus 

2. Homo habilis 

3. Homo erectus 

4. Homo sapiens 

Evolutionists call man's so-called first ape-like ancestors Australopithe¬ 
cus , which means "Southern ape". These living beings are actually nothing but 
an ape species that has become extinct. Extensive research done on various 
Australopithecus specimens by two world famous anatomists from England 
and the USA, namely. Lord Solly Zuckerman and Prof. Charles Oxnard, shows 
that these apes belonged to an ordinary ape species that became extinct and 
bore no resemblance to humans (Solly Zuckerman, Beyond the Ivory Tower , 
Toplinger Publications, New York, 1970, 75-14; Charles E. Oxnard, "The Place 
of Australopithecines in Human Evolution: Grounds for Doubt ", Nature, vol. 258, 
72 389). 






Evolutionists classify the next stage of human evolution as "homo", that 
is, "man." According to their claim, the living beings in the Homo series are 
more developed than Australopithecus. Evolutionists devise an imaginary evo¬ 
lution scheme by arranging different fossils of these creatures in a particular 
order. This scheme is imaginary because it has never been proven that there 
is any evolutionary relationship between these different classes. 

By outlining the chain's links as Australopithecus > Homo habilis > Homo 
erectus > Homo sapiens , evolutionists imply that each of these species is an¬ 
other's ancestor. However, recent findings of paleoanthropologists have re¬ 
vealed that Australopithecus, Homo habilis, and Homo erectus all lived at different 
parts of the world at the same time (Alan Walker, Science, vol. 207, 7 March 
1980, p. 1103; A. J. Kelso, Physical Anthropology, 1st ed., J. B. Lipincott Co., New 
York, 1970, p. 221; M. D. Leakey, Olduvai Gorge, vol. 3, Cambridge University 
Press, Cambridge, 1971, p. 272.). 

Moreover, a certain segment of humans classified as Homo erectus have 
lived up until very modern times. Homo erectus and Homo sapiens co-ex¬ 
isted in the same region and era. (Jeffrey Kluger, "Not So Extinct After All," 

Time, 24 June 2001). 

This situation indicates the invalidity of the claim that they are ancestors 
of one another. The late Stephen Jay Gould explained this deadlock of the the¬ 
ory of evolution, although he was himself one of the leading advocates of evo¬ 
lution in the twentieth century: 

What has become of our ladder if there are three coexisting lineages of ho- 
minids (A. africanus, the robust australopithecines, and H. habilis), none 
clearly derived from another? Moreover, none of the three display any evo¬ 
lutionary trends during their tenure on earth. (S. J. Gould, Natural His¬ 
tory, vol. 85,1976, p. 30) 

Put briefly, the scenario of human evolution, which is "upheld" with the 
help of various drawings of some "half ape, half human" creatures appearing 73 
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There are no fossil remains that support 
the tale of human evolution. On the con¬ 
trary, the fossil record shows that there is 
an insurmountable barrier between apes 
and men. In the face of this truth, evolution 
ists fixed their hopes on certain drawings 
and models. They randomly place masks 
on the fossil remains and fabricate imagi¬ 



nary half-ape, half-human faces. 


in the media and textbooks, that is, frankly, propaganda, is nothing but a tale 
with no scientific foundation. 

Lord Solly Zuckerman, one of the most famous and respected scientists 
in the U.K., who carried out research on this subject for years and studied Aus¬ 
tralopithecus fossils for 15 years, finally concluded, despite being an evolu¬ 
tionist himself, that there is, in fact, no such family tree branching out from 
ape-like creatures to man. 

Zuckerman also made an interesting "spectrum of science" ranging from 
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those he considered scientific to those he considered unscientific. According 
to Zuckerman's spectrum, the most "scientific" - that is, depending on con¬ 
crete data - fields of science are chemistry and physics. After them come the 
biological sciences and then the social sciences. At the far end of the spectrum, 
which is the part considered to be most "unscientific", are "extra-sensory per¬ 
ception" - concepts such as telepathy and a sixth sense - and finally "human 
evolution". Zuckerman explains his reasoning: 

We then move right off the register of objective truth into those fields of 
presumed biological science , like extrasensory perception or the interpre¬ 
tation of man's fossil history , where to the faithful [evolutionist] anything 
is possible - and where the ardent believer [in evolution] is sometimes able 
to believe several contradictory things at the same time. (Solly Zuckerman , 
Beyond the Ivory Tower , New York: Toplinger Publications , 1970, p. 19) 

The tale of human evolution boils down to nothing but the prejudiced 
interpretations of some unearthed fossils by certain people who blindly ad¬ 
here to their theory.

Based on the knowledge of the 1940s and 1950s, some Muslims 
imagine that evolution is a theory supported by science, and try to 
reconcile it with Islam employing a strange logic which suggests that 
'Muslims knew about evolution long before Darwin.' This logic is a 
product of serious lack of knowledge. Science has proven the inva¬ 
lidity of evolution.

In the Qur'an, God informs us He created mankind in the spiritual 
realm even before the creation of the Universe and called everyone 
to testify: 

When your Lord took out all their descendants from the loins 
of the children of Adam and made them testify against them¬ 
selves 'Am I not your Lord?' they said, 'We testify that indeed 
You are!' Lest you say on the Day of Rising, 'We knew nothing 
of this.' (Qur'an, 7:172) 

As it is seen, God informs us in the verse that mankind was 
brought into being before the universe, that they were created flaw¬ 
lessly and were fully developed, and that they testified and promised 
that God is their Lord.

The Arabic word 'zurriyyat', (descendant) used in the verse, is used 
18 more times in the Qur'an. The meaning of this word in all the 
verses it is used in is 'mankind' or 'human generation' as all the Is¬ 
lamic scholars unanimously agree. In this verse, there is a reference 
to the descendants of Adam - the line of the Prophet Adam (pbuh)- 
meaning all human beings that have lived and will live on Earth. That 
is because, had that been a promise taken only from the person of the 
Prophet Adam (pbuh), the verse would have read 'When your Lord 
made Adam testify." As the verse states 'When your Lord took out 
all their descendants from the loins of the children of Adam', there 
7 g is a reference to all the descendants of the Prophet Adam (pbuh), 
*... meaning all mankind. 




The Arabic word '/z' (meaning; remember that time, when) refers to 
the time when this address was made to the descendants of the 
Prophet Adam (pbuh), meaning to all mankind. The word '/z' is a 
preposition used while talking about an incident that took place in 
the past. It means 'remember this incident that took place in the past 1 . 
What is meant here is the testimony, the promise all humankind gave 
in the past, even before the universe was created. 

In another verse of the Qur'an, it is stated that people will die twice 
and will be given life twice: 

They will say, 'Our Lord, twice You caused us to die and twice 
You gave us life. We admit our wrong actions. Is there no way 
out?' (Qur'an, 40:11) 

The first death and life mentioned in this verse is the way people 
-in a sense- die after they gave this promise in the spiritual realm, and 
then are given life by God using their parents as instruments and are 
sent to this world.

In another verse of the Qur'an, God informs us about the promise 
given by all mankind in the spiritual realm as follows: 

Remember God's blessing to you and the covenant He made 
with you when you said, 'We hear and we obey.'

As God reveals in the Qur'an, the creation of angels is also quite 
different from the creation of mankind. In the following verse, God in¬ 
forms us about the creation of angels: 

Praise be to God, the Bringer into Being of the heavens and 
earth, He Who made the angels messengers, with wings - two, 
three or four. He adds to creation in any way He wills. God has po¬ 
wer over all things. (Surah Fatir, 1) 

As clearly understood from the statement in the verse, angels also 
have a very distinct appearance, very different from that of humans. 
Additionally, God informs us in the Qur'an that both angels and the 
jinn were created before mankind. It is very easy for God to create.

God informs us in the Qur'an that when the Prophet Moses (pbuh) 
threw his staff to the ground, by God's will, it turned into a living 
snake. 

As we are informed in the verses, when the Prophet Moses (pbuh) 
throws his staff to the ground, an inanimate tree branch turns into a 
living snake, and when he takes it in his hand, it reverts back to an 
inanimate tree branch, and when he throws it once more to the 
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ground, it again comes to life. In other words, an inanimate matter 
comes to life and then becomes lifeless, and then comes to life again.

Besides all the technical evidence we have dealt with so far, let 
us now examine what kind of an irrational belief the evolutionists 
have with an example so simple as to be understood even by chil¬ 
dren:

They cannot produce giraffes, lions, bees, ca¬ 
naries, horses, dolphins, roses, orchids, lilies, carnations, bananas, 
oranges, apples, dates, tomatoes, melons, watermelons, figs, olives, 
grapes, peaches, peafowls, pheasants, multicolored butterflies, or 
any of the other millions of other living beings such as these. In¬ 
deed, they could not obtain even a single cell of any living being. 

Briefly, unconscious atoms cannot form a cell by coming to¬ 
gether. They cannot make a new decision and divide this cell into 
two, then make other decisions and create the professors who in¬ 
vented the electron microscope and then examine their own cell 
structure under that microscope. Life only comes with God’s su¬ 
perior creation. The theory of evolution, which claims the opposite, 
is a total fallacy, completely contrary to reason. Thinking even a lit¬ 
tle bit on about the claims of evolutionists discloses this reality, just 
as in the above example.

Another subject that remains unanswered by the theory of evo¬ 
lution is the excellent quality of perception in the eye and the ear. 

Before passing on to the subject of the eye, let us briefly answer 
the question of how we see. Light rays coming from an object fall 
upside down on the retina in the eye. Here, these light rays are 
transmitted into electrical signals by cells and reach a tiny spot at 
the back of the brain, the "center of vision". These electrical signals 
are then perceived in this center as an image. Given this brief tech¬ 
nical explanation, let us do some thinking. 

The brain is insulated from light. That means that it is com¬ 
pletely dark inside the brain, and that no light reaches the place 
86 where it is located. Thus, the "center of vision" is never touched by 





light and may even be the darkest place you have ever known. 
However, you observe a luminous, bright world in this pitch-black 
darkness. 

The image formed in the eye is so sharp and so distinct that 
even the technology of the twenty-first century has not been able 
to attain that clarity and sharpness. For instance, look at the book 
you are reading, your hands with which you are holding it, then 
lift your head and look around you. Have you ever seen such a 
sharp and distinct image as you now see, with any other device? 
Even the most developed television screen produced by the great¬ 
est television manufacturer in the world cannot provide such a 
sharp image for you. For more than 100 years, thousands of engi- 


When we compare the eye and the ear with 
camera and sound recording systems, we 
see that our organs have much more com¬ 
plex and perfect structures than those 
mentioned technological devices. 
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neers have been trying to achieve this sharpness. Factories, huge 
premises have been established, much research has been done, 
plans and designs have been made for this purpose. Again, look at 
a TV screen and the book you hold in your hands. You will see that 
there is a big difference in sharpness and distinction. Moreover, the 
TV screen shows you a two-dimensional image, whereas with your 
eyes, you watch from a three-dimensional perspective which adds 
depth. 

For many years, tens of thousands of engineers have tried to 
make a three-dimensional TV and achieve the vision quality of the 
eye. Yes, they have made a three-dimensional television system, but 
it is not possible to watch it without putting on special 3-D glasses; 
moreover, it is only artificially three-dimensional. The background 
is more blurred, the foreground appears like a paper setting. Never 
has it been possible to produce as sharp and distinct vision as that

of the eye. In both the camera and the television, there is a com¬ 
parative loss of image quality. 

Evolutionists claim that the mechanism producing this sharp 
and distinct image has been formed by haphazard events. Now, if 
somebody told you that the television in your room was formed as 
a result of coincidences, that all of its atoms just happened to come 
together and make up this device that produces an image, what 
would you think? How can unconscious atoms do what thousands 
of people cannot? 

If a device producing a more primitive image than the eye 
could not have been formed by chance, then it is very evident that 
the eye and the image seen by the eye could not have been formed 
by chance. The same is valid for the ear as well. The outer ear picks 
up the available sounds by the auricle and directs them to the mid¬ 
dle ear, the middle ear transmits the sound vibrations by intensify¬ 
ing them, and the inner ear sends these vibrations to the brain by 
translating them into electrical signals. Just as with the eye, the act 
of hearing is finalized in the center of hearing in the brain. 

The situation of the eye is also true for the ear. That is, the 
brain is insulated from sound just as it is from light. It does not let 
any sound in. Therefore, no matter how noisy the outside is, the in¬ 
side of the brain is completely silent. Nevertheless, the sharpest 
sounds are perceived in the brain. In your completely silent brain, 
you listen to symphonies, and hear all the noises in a crowded 
place. However, if the sound level in your brain were measured by 
a precise device at that moment, complete silence would be found 
to prevail there. 

As is the case with sharp imagery, decades of effort have been 
spent in trying to generate and reproduce sound that is faithful to 
the original. Sound recorders, high-fidelity systems, many elec- 
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tronic devices and music systems sensing sound are all the results 
of such efforts. Despite all this technology and the thousands of en¬ 
gineers and experts who have been working on this endeavor, no 
sound has yet been obtained that has the same sharpness and clar¬ 
ity as the sound perceived by the ear. 

Think of the highest-quality, highest-fidelity systems produced 
by the largest company in the music industry. Even with these de¬ 
vices, when sound is recorded, some of it is lost; or notice how 
when you turn on a hi-fi you always hear a slight interference or 
static even before the music starts. However, the sounds that are 
the products of the human body's technology are extremely sharp 
and clear. A human ear never perceives a sound accompanied by a 
hissing sound or with static as does a music set; rather, it perceives 
sound exactly as it is, sharp and clear. This is the way it has been 
since the creation of man. So far, no man-made video or audio 
recording apparatus has been as sensitive and successful in per¬ 
ceiving sensory data as are the eye and the ear. However, as far as 
seeing and hearing are concerned, a far greater truth lies beyond 
all this.

Who watches an alluring world inside the brain, listens to sym¬ 
phonies and the twittering of birds, and smells the rose? 

The stimulations coming from a person's eyes, ears, and nose 
travel to the brain as electro-chemical nerve impulses. In biology, 
physiology, and biochemistry books, you can find many details 
about how this image forms in the brain. However, you will never 
90 come across an answer to the most important question: Who per- 





ceives these electro-chemical nerve impulses as images, sounds, 
odors, and sensory events in the brain? There is a consciousness 
in the brain that perceives all this without feeling any need for 
an eye, an ear, and a nose. To whom does this consciousness be¬ 
long? Of course, it does not belong to the nerves, the fat layer, or 
neurons comprising the brain. This is why Darwinist-materialists, 
who believe that everything is composed of matter, cannot answer 
this question. 

For this consciousness is the spirit, the soul created by God, 

which needs neither the eye to watch the images nor the ear to hear 
the sounds. Furthermore, it does not need the brain to think. 

Everyone who reads this explicit and scientific answer should 
reflect on Almighty God, and fear and seek refuge in Him, for He 
fits this entire universe into a pitch-dark place of a few cubic cen¬ 
timeters in a three-dimensional, colored, shadowy, and luminous 
form. 

The information we have presented so far shows us that the 
theory of evolution is incompatible with scientific findings. The 
theory's claim regarding the origin of life is inconsistent with sci¬ 
ence, the evolutionary mechanisms it proposes have no evolution¬ 
ary power, and fossils demonstrate that intermediate forms the 
theory necessitates have never existed. So, these certainly require 
that the theory of evolution be pushed aside as a disproven theory. 

This is how many ideas, such as the geocentric model of the uni¬ 
verse, have been taken out of the realm of science throughout his- 
tory. 

However, the theory of evolution is persistently kept on the 91 
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agenda of science. Some people even try to represent criticisms di¬ 
rected against it as an "attack on science" and to suppress adversa- 
tives.

It is not that the methods and institutions of science somehow compel us ac¬ 
cept a material explanation of the phenomenal world, hut, on the contrary, 
that we are forced by our a priori adherence to material causes to create an 
apparatus of investigation and a set of concepts that produce material ex¬ 
planations, no matter how counter-intuitive, no matter how mystifying to 
the uninitiated. Moreover, that materialism is absolute, so we cannot allow 
a Divine [intervention]... (Richard Lewontin, "The Demon-Haunted 
World," The New York Review of Books, January 9,1997, p. 28) 

These are explicit statements demonstrating that Darwinism is 
a dogma kept alive just for the sake of adherence to materialism. 
This dogma maintains that there is no being except for matter. 
Therefore, it argues that inanimate, unconscious matter brought life 
into being. It claims that millions of different living species (e.g., 
birds, fish, giraffes, tigers, insects, trees, flowers, whales, and human 
beings) originated as a result of interactions between matter, such 
as pouring rain, lightning flashes, and so on, or out of inanimate 
matter. This is a precept contrary to both reason and science. Yet

idols they had made with their own hands, or some among the peo¬ 
ple of the Prophet Moses (pbuh) worshipping the Golden Calf. 

In fact, God has pointed to this lack of reason in the Qur'an. In 
many verses. He reveals that some peoples' minds will be closed 
and that they will be powerless to see the truth. Some of these 
verses are as follows: 

As for those who do not believe, it makes no difference to them 
whether you warn them or do not warn them, they will not be¬ 
lieve. God has sealed up their hearts and hearing and over their 
eyes is a blindfold.

God informs us in the Surat al-Hijr that these people are under 
a spell that they do not believe even if they see miracles: 

Even if We opened up to them a door into heaven, and they spent 
the day ascending through it, they would only say: "Our eyesight 
is befuddled! Or rather we have been put under a spell!" (Qur'an, 
15:14-15) 

Words cannot express just how astonishing it is that this spell 
should hold such a wide community in thrall, keeping people from 
the truth, and remaining unbroken for 150 years. It is understand¬ 
able that one or a few people might believe in impossible, illogical 
scenarios and claims full of stupidity and illogicality. However, 
"spell" is the only possible word to use when people from all over 
the world believe that unconscious and lifeless atoms suddenly de¬ 
cided to come together and form a universe that functions with a 
flawless system of organization, discipline, reason, and conscious¬ 
ness; a planet named Earth with all its features so perfectly suited 
to life; and living things full of countless complex systems. 

In fact, in the Qur'an God relates the incident of the Prophet 
Moses (pbuh) and Pharaoh to show that some people who support 
atheistic philosophies actually influence others by use of spells.
